OF HASTINGS’ MURDER

JACKSONVILLE, Ili., Jan. 28.—The jury 
in the case of Charles L. Draper, for the 
murder of Charles L. Hastings, returned a 
verdict of guilty and fixed his punishment 
at imprisonment for life in the Penitentiary. 
The jury reached a decision after being out 
almost 24 hours. Draper showed little feel- 
ing, though he apeared a trfle paler than 
usual. His family was happily not present, 
and there was no demonstration, The audi- 
ence was rather smaller than usual, as a 
hung jury had been confidently expected, 
and it was a matter of surprise when the de- 
‘cision was given. The vote of the jury stood 
9 for murder and 3 for m@nslaughter: then 
) 10 to 2; then 8 to 4; then 11 to 1, and finally 
_for murder, though one juror declared he 
| would never vote for hanging, Then cane

The crime was one of the most remarka- 
bie in the history of this clty and county, 
owing to the high character of the persons 
connected with the affair.

Morrison was 
half intoxicated at the time, and followed 
Draper up the stairs leading to his own of- 
fice, and saw him washing the blood from 
his face and hands. 

When Morrison testified before the jury 
he told these facts, and Draper. who was 
still at large, was arrested and brought 
before the coroner's jury. He denied the 
whole story and said that he was at home 
on the evening before. Blood was found 
on the steps leading to his office and blood 
Was on the door knob, but he explained 
that by saving that he had cut his hand 
While whittling a stick. There was enough 
evidence to hold him, and he was placed 
in jail on a coroner’s warrant. When he 
was stripped at the jail his underclothes 
and shirt were found to be stained with 
blood, and his garments showed that he 
had tried to wash the stains from them. 

After Draper had been in jail threé days 
he tried to end his life by hanging. He 
twisted a sheet into a rope and fastened 
one end to the bars of the’ cell and the 
other about his neck and then swung off. 
He had not been there long before _ his 
sroans awakened the other prisoners.

MISSOURI'S EXHIBIT, — 
Money Needed to Display the State’s 
Resources at Omaha. 


No State appropriation was made by 
Missouri for an exhibit at the Transmissis- 
sipp! and International Exposition at 
Omaha. But the business men and others 
who have the interests of the State at 
heart were determined that the principal 
Transmississippi State should not _be un- 
represented at the Exposition. For the 
purpose of getting up a creditable display 
the Missouri Transmississippi and Interna- 
tional Exposition Commission was created, 
with representatives from the various Con- 
gressional cistricts. 

The commission finds itself hampered for 
want of funds. At least $50,000 will be 
needed to enable the commission to make 
the kind of showing of Missouri's match- 
less resources that ought to be made.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 28.—In the 
quo werranto proceedings instituted in the 
Supreme Court in bane by the Attorney 


General to oust Judge <. CGC Bland of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals for alleged vio- 
lation of the State corrupt practice act, 
on the ground that he had used more money 
in securing the office than was allowed by 
law, Judge Bland this morning filed his 
returns and answers to the proceedings. 
He makes a general denial of the allega- 
tions in the petition. He also demurs to 
the petition on the ground that it does 
mot constitute facts sufficient to warrant a 
cause of action. He holds in the answer 
that section 10 of the corrupt practice act, 
under which suit is brought, is null and void 
because it is in violation of the State Con- 
stitution and of the Constitution 
of the United States. Hie gives 
several reasons for this. The principal one 
seems to be that the act partakes of the 
nature of a bill of pains and penalties im 
violation of the Constitution of the United 
States. He also says he did not spend 
more money than the law allowed him and 
that he filed his expense affidavit within 
the time required by law.

‘GIRL’S PARENTS PROTEST. 


MURDER OCCURRED IN A BARN 
AND STREET CARS PASSED 
BETWEEN SHOTS. 


SHE WAS A SCHOOL TEACHER. 


Murder Occurred After a Day at Jef- 
ferson Barracks nnd Was Cold- 
Blooded and Without Remorse, 
Webb Himself Admitted. 


Charles Webb, the slayer of Mallie Wade, 
was allowed to enter a plea of guilty in 
Judge Flitcraft’s court Friday morning and 
accept a penitentiary sentence of 99 years. 

W. M. Farmer, associate counsel for the 
prosecution, and the parents of the mur- 
dered gir] entered a_ vigorous protest 
against the acceptance of the .plea, but 
thelr protests were in vain. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Cramer fav- 
ored the acceptance of the plea and on his 
recommendation Judge Flitcraft imposed a 
life sentence. 

Mallie Wade was a teacher at the Dumas 
School. She was a mulatto and was very 
intelligent. She was 19 years old and lived 
with her parents at 172%% Texas avenue. 
She was murdered in a parn on Gravois 
avenue. near Jefferson avenue, on the night 
of May 30, 1895. 

Webb is a rather intelligent appearing 
negro. He is almost white and is a neat

dresser. He had been going with Mallie 
Wade for some time prior to the murder. 
On Decoration day, the day of the murder, 
he and the g_rl-had spent the day together 
at Jefferson Marracks. ¢They returned In 
the evening and the girl consented to ac- 
company hem to a room in a barn on Gra- 
Vois avenue, where he was in charge of 
some race horses 

Webb accused the girl of having bestowed 
her favors ywpon other men. She admitted 
she had flirted with them, but’ Cenied do- 
ingg anything wrong. Webb told the girl 
the had been false to him and h. intended 
killing her. She told him she would rather’ 
be killed by him than loved by another. This 
declaration of love did not stay him and 
he drew his revolver and fired. She fell 
helpless to the floor but was not dead. A 
Bireet car passed and the light from the 
caf shone on the dead girl. He raised her 
up and asked her if she was not dead. She 
Tepliied she wus not. 

He waited until the car was out of hear- 
ing aod sent anotmr bullet crashing into 
her brain. She died instantly. Then he 
dragged her body out of sight and left it, 
until .t was found next day. 

Webb told Solomon Williams the night 
of the murder: what he had done. He re- 
mained in the suburbs for a week or two 
end eveniualiy made his escape. He was 
Arrested = in Terre Haute last fall and 
brourht back to the city. He made a com-

Attorneys staurer and Henderson repre- 
eenied Webb. They made several proposi- 
tions for entering a plea, but all were re- 
jected until Friday when Judge Cramer de- 
Cided to accept the plea. 

Attorney Farmer, the colored attorney 
Who was associated -with Judge Cramer ‘n 
the prosecution, was indignant. 

“The acceptance of such a plea,’ he said 
to the-court, “is a travesty on justice. 
Here is a self-confessed murderer who ad- 
mits he slew his victim in cold blood, al- 
lowea to plead guilty and escape bis just 
deserts.” , 

Judge Fiiteraft Iistened to the attorney's 
Objectians, but did not heed them. “I do 
not consider it a travesty when a man is 
€ent to prison for his natural life,’’ replied 
the Judge. 

Webb was pleased to think he had cheated 
the gallows, but when seen by reporters he 
Waa sullen and réfused to talk.

“Rut the underground system is of no ac- 
count unless it is operated on two wires, 
and two I'nes of copper are not cheap a ong 
with the other construction necessary as an 
original investment, but it 1s one that will 
doubly pay for itself in time.

FOUL AIR IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Health Commissioner Calls Attention 
to Unsanitary Conditions. 


Through a report complled by Chief San- 
itary Officer Francis, Health Commissioner 
Starkloff has, for the second time within a 
year, called the Board of Health's atten- 
tion to the unsanitary condition of the 
schools, 

All of the members of the board attended 
the meeting held at 5 o’clock Thursdey 
evening, and the report was discussed at 
length. It covers every school in the city 
and shows that in many of them the sani. | 
tary conditions have been neglected until | 
the health of pupils has become seriously 
imperiled. 

The report says that the schools are filled 
with foul air, arising from defective 
plumbing; that the weter and gas pipes 
are, in many places, worn out, and thar re- 
pairs on them have been neglected so long 
they will, in many buildings, have to be re- 
placed by new ones. 

Commissioner Starkloff sald it 
solutely necessary that the plumbing be re- 
paired, and that better venillation be pro- 
vided for the schools, or the consequences 
would be bad on the pupils and teachers 
alike. 

Drs. Hughes and Merrill concurred with 
the commissioner, and the former intimated 
that those responsible for the sanitary con- 
ditions of the schools were neglectful of 


their duties. 
The report will be sent to the School 
the Health 


Roard, with the assurance that 
Board stands ready to do its duty in assist- 
ing to remedy the evils complained of.
